This turned out 
to be another tilt with the 
windmills. But King later 
pressed mi to Hawaii for 
another joust with Carter’s 
embattled former minis­ 
ter. 
Next, the rambling rev­ 
erend turned up in Wash­ 
ington 
where,

moment of triumph, he 
attended

church. The last published 
account had him lecturing 
the assembled Southern 
Christian Leadership Con­ 
ference, which the revered 
Rev. Martin Luther King 
Jr., led to glory. The two 
Reverend Kings, it should 
be added, were not related.

TboSikeston Bulldogs work on tlieir goal line defense for about ten 


minutes every day in practice. Judging from the results of the 
team's first two games, it may be the most productive 40 minutes 
they spend every week. 
“They’ve made some key plays, especially in the Farmington 


game,” said SHS defensive coordinator Tom Horton about the goal 
line unit. Horton’s remark may have been an understatement, since 
the goal line troops have made game-saving stands in both the 
Farmington opener (7-6 Sikeston win) and the St. Thomas Aquinas 
game (7-7 tie). 
Bulldog fans remember how Farmington was shut down on four 


plays after a fumble had set the Knights up 16 yards from paydirt. 
The unit nearly did it again after a bad punt and a good return gave 
Farmington first and goal from the two, holding them off for two 
downs before Floyd Hammers nosed the ball across the goal line on 
the third try. 
The performance against Aquinas was less spectacular in that the 


situations weren’t quite as dramatic. But they were important, 
nonetheless. 
The Bulldogs usually go into the goal line arrangement when the 


opposition gets to about the seven yard line. The personnel stay 
basically the same, with the exception of David Smith, who replaces 


a linebacker to give Sikeston a more beefy six-man front

Itie Sikeston Bulldogs work on their goal line defense for about ten 


minutes every day in practice. Judging from the results of the 
team's first two games, it may be the most productive 40 minutes 
they spend every week 
“They’ve made some key plays, especially in the Farmington 


game," said SHS defensive coordinator Tom Horton about the goal 
line unit. Horton's remark may have been an understatement, since 
the goal line troops have made game-saving stands in both the 
Farmington opener (7-6 Sikeston win) and the St. Thomas Aquinas 
game (7-7 tie). 
Bulldog fans remember how Farmington was shut down on four 


plays after a fumble had set the Knights up 16 yards from paydirt. 
The unit nearly did it again after a bad punt and a good return gave 
Farmington first and goal from the two, holding them off for two 
downs before Floyd Hammers nosed the ball across the goal line on 
the third try. 
The performance against Aquinas was less spectacular in that the 


situations weren’t quite as dramatic. But they were important, 
nonetheless 
The Bulldogs usually go into the goal line arrangement when the 


opposition gets to about the seven yard line. The personnel stay 
basically the same, with the exception of David Smith, who replaces 


a linebacker to give Sikeston a more beefy six-man front. 
"Each of the linemen is assigned to a gap," continued Horton, 


explaining the simple operation of the goal line troops. The linemen, 
specifically Smith, Russell Bean, Alfred White, Marty Nelson, David 
Willis and Mike Lasater, must prevent the opposition’s offensive line 
from making their blocks on linebackers by controlling the line of 
scrimmage. This allows the Bulldog linebackers to flow with the 
ball, should the enemy decide to go around end. 
"11 they do their job right, they can stack up a quarterback 


sneak, ’ said Horton about the six-man front. 
Linebackers and defensive backs are assigned man-to-man 
coverage 
(n rase the onnosition should try something fancy. 


Because of their effectiveness so far, the Sikeston coaching staff has 
not been reluctant to go to the goal line defense in short yardage 
situations even where the Sikeston end zone is not in immediate 
jeopardy. The setup almost dares the opposition to pass on those 
third and fourth down plays, another testimonial to the confidence 
the coaches have in the secondary’s ability to adjust, should the 
occasion arise. 
Horton said that the foal line unit looks upon it as a challenge when 


they are called upon in the big situation. “ This is something we 
emphasize in practice There’s a lot of pride involved.” 
The non-performance of the SHS offense to date has put the “ D” 


under the gun, and Friday night’s 7:30 Mother’s Night meeting with 
Perry ville figures to be no exception. 


The Bulldogs will face their first running quarterback of the year, 


converted fullback Stuart Prevallet. Prevallet’s keeper have been 
good for 192 yards so far, ranking him third among Northern 
Division rushers at a clip erf more than ten yards per game 
But stopping Perryville won’t be a one-dimensional task, ac­ 
cording to head coach Terry Smith. “ We’ve got to get that fullback,'' 
emphasized Smith, referring to Pirate runner Kent Wingerter, who 
has rushed for 170 yards in two contests. Also not to be taken lightly 
is Jeff Bohnert, who is close behind Wingerter with 155 yards 


On the Bulldog side, 260-pound junior Russell Bean takes over a 


starting position on the defensive line, giving SHS two linemen who 
tip the scales at over 250 (three, when Smith goes on defense). 
Coach Smith also has in store some backfield changes in an at­ 
tempt to juice up the Sikeston anemic offense Linebacker Linzie 
Lambert will take over at halfback, joining Glynn Felton, who swaps 
places with fullback Mike Shell. 
The Dogs are putting their four-game Mother’s Night winning 


streak on the line in the Friday night contest. The moms of all 
Bulldog players will be honored in pre-game ceremonies.

“It is a well-known fact that 
juries in Stoddard County are 
notoriously lenient,” says 35th 
Judicial Circuit Judge Flake L. 
Me Haney of Kennett. “They are 
monuments of marshmallows,” 
he declared. 
Criminal 
lawyers 
gladly 
accept changes of venue to 
Stoddard County for clients 
charged with crimes in other 
court 
circuits 
and 
venue 
changes 
to 
Stoddard 
from 
Dunklin County, which also is in 
the 35th Judicial Circuit, are 
common. 
Of 44 criminal trials scheduled 
in Stoddard County since Sept. 1, 
1973, 25 were on changes of 
venue, and about 90 per cent of 
those were from neighboring 
Dunklin County, Circuit Court 
records reflect 
During the past four years, 30 
jury trials actually were held, 
the records show. Of these, 
acquittals were returned in 
favor of 18 defendants and guilty 
verdicts were returned against 
12. The remaining 14 cases were 
either pending or guilty pleas 


had been entered, according to 
the records. 
“I have no idea why Stoddard 
County juries behave as they 
do,” said the judge. “Their 
behavior is inconsistent with 
their 
environment,

A check of closed case files

manslaughter. 


The case files also reflected 
that a defendant charged with 
manslaughter and leaving the 
scene of an accident for striking 
a pedestrian was sentenced to 
three months in jail and fined 
$600. Another defendant who 
was charged with leaving the 
scene of an accident in which no 
one was injured was sentenced 
to two months in jail and fined 
$100. 
Because state law prohibits

acquitted defendants, a reporter 
was not allowed access to ex­ 
punged files of the 18 cases 
which went to juries and ended 
in innocent verdicts. 
Judge McHaney, however, 
recalled cases in which he said 


the evidence convinced him of a 
defendant’s guilt, only for the 
jury to return an innocent 
verdict. 
“I have lectured many juries 
after they brought in a verdict,” 
the judge stated. "I’ve told them 
(jurors) that tomorrow when 
they’re setting around in a 
coffee shop talking about some 
fatheaded judge who puts 
criminals out on the street to 
think about what they did here 
today.” 
The judge said the trend "is 
terrible and 
I have made 
numerous talks before civic 
clubs and other organizations to 
try to convince them that it is 
not the judges, but the juries, in 
many instances, who are putting 
criminals out on the streets. ” 
Practically all of the changes 
of venue into Stoddard County 
come from Dunklin County 
because they are in the same 
judicial circuit, Judge McHaney 
said, and the Supreme Court has 
said that a defendant may take a 
venue change to another county 
within the circuit if he so 


desires. 
The judge and Stoddard 
County Circuit Clerk Charles 
Corbin said so 
many defen­ 
dants take venue changes from 
Dunklin to Stoddard County that 
it puts a burden on the county to 
pay for the costs of juries, which 
average $250. In cases which 
last longer than one day, con­ 
siderably more expense is in­ 
volved, they pointed out.

chief 
complaint 
about 
circuit judges in Missouri is that 
they are unduly criticized for 
being too lenient on criminals. 
But Judge McHaney pointed out 
that they are bound by findings 
of a jury in those cases which 
are submitted to jury trials. 


Judges can grant new trials 
only if there is a conviction and it 
is determined the court erred; 
the prosecution cannot appeal 
any verdict even though the 
court may have erred, and a
